TOKYO, Keb. 29.—Premier Kei- 
suke Okada, proclaimed through¬ 
out the world as a victim of as¬ 
sassins' guns in Japan’s military 
purge, reappeared alive and un¬ 
hurt today as the rebellious move¬ 
ment collapsed. 

His "resurrection,” electrifying 
a nation which believed its chief 
cabinet officer had been cut down 
by the bullets of revolting offi¬ 
cers, remained an official secret 
until after the 1000 rebels had 
surrendered. 

Mutineers Yield 
Then the cabinet secretariat 
disclosed dramatically that the 
premier still lived and headed the 
government and that the man 
slain by the excited insurgents 
was his brother-in-law and closely 
resembled him. 

The mutineers, who sprang a 
swift coup at dawn Wednesday, 
attacked liberal elder statesmen 
and seized government centers, fi¬ 
nally yielded their positions after 
the loyal troops rumbled tanks 
into place and launched an ad¬ 
vance. 

Resumes His Post 
Premier Okada, officially listed 
as one of four victims of the as¬ 
sassins' swords and guns, reas¬ 
sumed the premiership. 

Hisatsume Sekomizu, the pre¬ 
mier's private secretary, told th» 
Dome! (Japanese) news agency 
tonight that members of Okada’s 
family knew he was alive Thurs¬ 
day night but kept the mjtter 
a strict secret. 

Have Body Removed 
The secretary said that when 
rebel officers who made the pre¬ 
mier's residence their headquar¬ 
ters asked Sekomizu to remove 
what the revolutionists thought 
was the prmier's body, the secre¬ 
tary said he did so—fully aware 
that the body was that of some 
one other than the premier, 
"When I saw that body,”’ 
Sekomizu told the news agency 
“I realized that ' was that of 
Colonel .Matsuo who had mar¬ 
ried the premier's younger sis¬ 
ter. 

“Matsuo and Okada had very 
similar voices. The rebels ap¬ 
peared convinced that the body 
was that of Okada. 

Hid During Attack 
Another report to the news 
agency said that Okada appar¬ 
ently hid in a secluded part of 
the grounds during the attack on 
his residence and later slipped 
away to safer quarters. 

The United States embassy an¬ 
nounced a checkup of the Ameri¬ 
can community showed no Amer¬ 
icans were harmed or molested 
seriously during the rebellion, de¬ 
spite the abnormal conditions 
which gripped the capital for four 
days. 

.411 Surrender 

Reports that some or all of the 
rebel officers had committed hara- 
kiri (suicide by disembowelment) 
were not confirmed. Other re¬ 
ports said that imperial permis¬ 
sion had been granted when in¬ 
surgent officers, unable to obey 
the emperor's command, had 
asked permission to kill them¬ 
selves. 

AH the 1000 rebels surrendered 
or were captured, the headquar¬ 
ters of the martial law adminis¬ 
tration announced, after Lieut. 
Gen. Kohei Kashii’s command ad-

LONDON, Feb. 29. (jPi—C ountess 
Barbara Hutton Haugwitz-Revent- 
low, heiress to the Woolworth mil- 
iions, gravely ’ll after an opera¬ 
tion following the birth of her 
first child, took a sudden turn for 
the worse tonight. 

An authoritative source said the 
crisis in her illness was expected 
this evening. 

Lord Horder, physician in ordi¬ 
nary to King Edward, was cailed 
back to her bedside, together with 
Dr. James Slesinger, her personai 
physician, and two other doctors. 

Reimrted Improvement 
Earlier the doctors had reported 
her as "resting ea.sier” although 
her condition was known to be se¬ 
rious as the .aftermath of a re¬ 
ported caesarian operation at the 
birth of her son Tuesday and an¬ 
other operation for an abdominal 
obstruction Thursday night. 

Her physicians said she was 
gaining strength to combat the 
imminent crisis. 

Dr. Cedric Sydney Lane-Roberts, 
noted gynecologist, arrived at the 
Hyde Park home at 5 p. m. He 
had difficulty getting in when the 
electric bell on the front doer was 
found o be cut of order anu had 
to us. the ti .uismen's ei 'ranee. 

Count at Bedside 
A short time after the arrival 
of Dr. Lane-Roberts the heiress’ 
step-mother, Mrs. Franklin Hutton 
of New York, returned from a 
motor drive which had led ob¬ 
servers to believe that an imme¬ 
diate crisis in the countes.s’ ill¬ 
ness was not expected. 

Count Haugwitz-Reventlow, wno 
remained at his wife's bedside dur¬ 
ing most of the right, returned to 
the sick-room after a short rest.

The fomier Presi¬ 
dent, nominal head of the Repub¬ 
lican party, has advocated unin¬ 
structed state delegations. 

Backers of Gov. Frank Men iam 
for President meet here today to 
discu.ss an announcement in which 
the governor will clarify his posi¬ 
tion regarding his friends' efforts 
to advance his candidacy. 

County unit representatives of 
the California Republican A-ssem- 
hly meet today in Visalia to con¬ 
sider work of a committee also 
authorized to draw up a slat,i of 
uninstructed delegates. This com¬ 
mittee was named after the as¬ 
sembly convention early this 
month at Santa Barbara decided 
to hold out temporarily for an un¬ 
instructed delegation. 

Has Contnirv Plan 
Merriam Backers said his an¬ 
nouncement probably would come 
"next week.” and they expected he 
would favor a pledged delegation, 
contrary to wishes of Warren, 
who pleaded for "harmony” in .se¬ 
lecting his committee. 

Political laders said they did not 
believe Governor Landon of Kan¬ 
sas would enter the May 5 Presi¬ 
dential primary.

Deputy Police Chief Charles 
Wilson .said he received an anony¬ 
mous telephone call yesterday at 
his home from a man who told him 
Mrs. Jane Merritt was Mrs. Hew¬ 
itt, whom New York police have

The warrant was an outgrowth 
of a civil suit brought against 
Mrs. Hewitt and two San Fran¬ 
cisco physicians by her 21-year- 
old daughter, Anne Cooper Hewitt, 
who alleged .she was sterilized in 
a plot to enhance the mother’s 
chances to benefit from the late 
Peter Cooper Hewitt’s rich estate. 


‘A>i 
I^-gislation extending the present 
neutrality law tor 14 months and 
adding to it a (irohibition on loans 
to warring nations was signed to¬ 
day by President Roo.sevelt. 

Omitting all proposed restric¬ 
tions on America’s traditional 
freedom of the seas policy, the 
new neutrality law: 

Extended To 1937 

Extends until .May 1. 1937, the 
temi)orary provisions of existing 
law providing for a mandatory 
end)argo on arms shipments to 
belligerents and to neutrals for 
Irans-.shipment to warring powers. 

I.a'aves undisturbed exi.stlng 
permanent provisions providing 
for registration of arms maker.s, 
prohibition against use of Ameri¬ 
can ports as submarine bases and 
discretionary authority to keep 
Americans off armed ships of a 
belligerent. 

Adds Loan Ran 

Adds to the temporary provi¬ 
sions expiring Ma,v 1, 1937, a ban 
on all loans and credits, with per¬ 
missive authority to allow the 
usual .short term, peace-time level 
of commercial credits. 

Exempts from the arms ban 
Lalin-American republics if at¬ 
tacked by a non-American foe, but 
applies the embargo against an 
American power if it aligns itself 
with a non-American nation in 
western hemisphere hostilities. 

Changes existing discretionary 
provUsions to a mandate that the 
President shall apply the embargo 
to thini powers entering a conflict.

State Court Okehs 
Pro-Rate Act 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 29. (A^l 
The California Supreme court up¬ 
held today the validity of the 1933 
pro-rate act. questioned by part of 
the state's lemon industry, but re¬ 
ferred back to the Los Angeles su¬ 
perior court the question of 
whether the pro-rate commission 
had correctly proceeded in forma¬ 
tion of the lemon pro-rate district. 

The California court recalled 
that the pro-rate act provides two- 
thirds of the growers in an agri¬ 
cultural industry may form a pro¬ 
ration district to "prevent unrea¬ 
sonable waste of agricultural 
wealth," and place a reasonable 
limit of marketability upon the 
harvest. 

The case has been in the courts 
since iast May. when a group of 
lemon growers opposed to forma¬ 
tion of the pro-rate district 
brought suit in Los Angeles to re¬ 
strain enforcement of any of the 
state pro-rate commission's orders.

S EEKING a solution for the present world 
chaos with its whispers of war, The Five 
Star Weekly assigned Mrs. Harshberger to get 
from Krishnamurti, famed spiritual leader of 
India, now in the United States, his plans for 
preventing the conflict many feel is inevi¬ 
table. In 1909, Dr. Annie Besant, traveling in 
India, discovered this youth, called Krishna¬ 
murti, after a custom in South India that the 
eighth child, if a boy, should be named in 
honor of Shri Krishna, a Divine Incarnation. 
Dr. Besant brought him to Europe to edu¬ 
cate, and soon the world discovered that he 
not only resembled the Christ, but had spirit¬ 
ual powers so great that he was called “The 
Second Christ.” Thousands all over the world 
formed the “Order of the Star in the East,” 
to prepare the way for him. As he grew older, 
however, Krishnamurti himself dissolved this 
order because he believes in no groups that 
mould individual thought. 


I T was not so long ago that Krishnamurti DID 
plan to retire from the world’s strife. For a brief 
period he spent his time in rest and meditation; 
adhering rigidly to his vegetarian diet, playing 
badminton for recreation and exercise. 

But the menace growing in the world proved too 
much. The more he thought of the blind plunging 
toward disaster, the more he realized the need for 
a voice to sf)eak. A “voice in the wilderness,” per¬ 
haps, yet nevertheless a concrete, aggressive voice. 

The difficulties in his program are all too clear to 
Krishnamurti, and sometimes a worried look comes 
briefly into those deep set, brown eyes that seem to 
embody all of mysticism. 

The main problem is the need for arousing mass 
intelligence, he says. 

So we come to this—if all people were governed 
by intelligence, war would stop. 

“What is ‘intelligence’?” 1 asked. 

“Intelligence to me,” said the mystic, “is not 
book knowledge. You may be very learned and yet 
be stupid. You may read jjhilosophies and yet not 
know the bliss of creative thinking, which can 
exist only when the mind and heart begin to free 
themselves through conflict, through constant 
awareness, from the stupidities of the past and 
from those that are being built up. Then only is 
there the ecstasy of that which is true. 

“Can any one,” he continued, “tell you what is 
God? No one can; you have to discover it for 
yourself. You must .strip the mind and heart of 
stupidities.” 

His solution to world conflict, then, is to make 
each individual awaken to the God within, then the 
whole structure of society will reflect the goodness 
of its parts.

While press notices said Krishnamurti was in 
retirement, I learned that, instead, he was planning 
this crusade. 


Intuition No Help In 
Spotting Crooks, Says 
U.S. Customs Woman 


Fill a Human Need If 
You Want Wealth,*’ 
Is Advice of Inventor 


Writers of fiction have often intimated that women m 
secret service work arc more shrewd and keen than men, 
so Five Star Weekly asked Priscilla Stevenson what she 
thought about it, having been with the United States gov¬ 
ernment in practically this capacity for eight years. Here 
she explodes an old, time-worn tradition about womens 
much-vaunted “Inti^ition.”

T he much discussed “woman’s intitution” is 
sheer mylhology! How do I know? Becau.se 
eight years ago 1 first entered the United States 
service and became a cu.stoms inspector at one of 
the famous Mexican border towns. They told me 
to (jick out men that I thought might be .smug¬ 
gling and I picked a United States Senator, a 
prominent judge and a lawyer! 

This I was given to understand is the usual 
thing! “Spotting” a 
criminal is something 
you learn by experi¬ 
ence and never have 
as a natural gift— 
not even if you’re a 
woman! 

I’ve run into some 
unusual things. Take 
down in Brownsville, 

Texas, where I used 
to catch men smug¬ 
gling, I found that I 
had to rely on sheer 
intelligence. That’s 
something that is 
hard to understand. 

It’s acquired like one 
learns to drive a car 
automatically—little 
by little. 

Of course on the 
border I carried a 
gun, but at the Port 
of San Francisco I 
don’t. Meeting ships 
from foreign ports is 
not so dangerous as 
catching some of the daring border smugglers. 

IT’S strange, but most criminals of this class give 
■ themselves away. If they have things hidden in 
their clothes they usually feel to be sure they are 
still in the right place. Watch them and you'll no¬ 
tice this movement made in an effort to be secure. 

I’m often asked how it feels to be a woman cius- 
toms inspector, or a secret service person, and my 
answer is always that I don’t think it’s any diU 
ferent for a woman than a man. 

On thing I should like to make clear and that is 
that most men respect women—no matter where 
they find them or in what walk of life they may be, 
I have never been treated in any way that I could 
resent, even when accusing a man of smuggling or 
trying something he ought not to do. 

Often I have had to search a whoh' room full 
of women, and this isn’t easy, but calmness and 
kindness go a long way. Here is where women have 
a chance to show what they are. 

"DOUGH stuff” is out! After all, a woman cus- 
fx toms inspector has the United States gov¬ 
ernment back of her—why should she be rough ? 

It is an occupation few girls would think of, but 
for eight years I have enjoyed it and learned a 
great deal. True, it isn’t always easy. Sometimes 
on board ship other women will confide that they 
have smuggled certain things, such as jewels, and 
of course it’s your job to turn them over for it' 
Actually there is no difference mentally between 
women and men—at least, the idea that a woman 
has certain intuitive qualities that a man doesn’t 
have is just foolish. Criminals aren’t caught by 
intuition! 


Y OU can buy orchids for a quarter—and mix 
oil and water! William A. Kelley, head of the 
Kelley Sales Company of Seattle, says so^—and he 
ought to know, because he does it! 

Kelley is the sort of man who can drive along 
a country road and get an idea that will net him 
$250 a day, or he can invent or promote a dozen 
mechanical successes. But he isn’t “high hat!” 

He is an individualist! His time is his own, his 
company is his own, and his inventions are his 
own—even the patent office agrees to that! 

Driving through the Southland, for instance, he 
was fascinated by the beauty of water hyacinths. 
He thought how housewives would enoy the lovely 
tropical water orchids—if they were within reach. 

H e investigated the possibilities of obtaining a 
specie of water orchid which grows on the 
Amazon River in South America. Then he had his 


Y es, he admitted, such a plan had been formu¬ 
lated.

It’s not a question of winning passive agreement 
of the peoples involved, Krishnamurti pointed out. 
No, before war can be averted, racial and religious 
intolerance must be laid aside. 

“To understand the whole question of war,” 
Krishnamurti told me, “we must think from the 
very beginning, not from the nationalistic, racial, 
class point of view. Inherently, war is wrong. There 
is no excuse for war so long as there is intelligence 
functioning. But, as we are mostly ruled by poli¬ 
ticians, exploiters and such kind, we are forced into 
one war after the other. 

“As long as you do not think clearly, fundamen¬ 
tally, from the very beginning, with regard to this 
question, one day you will be for peace and the next 
day you will be for war, because you have not dis¬ 
covered for yourself, fundamentally, the appalling 
cruelties, the racial hatreds, the exploitations 
which create war. 

“ONLY WHEN THERE IS AN AWAKENED 
INTELLIGENCE, NOT ONLY ON YOUR PART, 
BUT ON THE PART OF POLITICIANS, THE 
RULERS, WILL THERE BE PEACE!” 

Thus Krishnamurti challenges the people of the 
world—and thus has he been challenging them for 


T here is no “movement” behind this crusade, 
Krishnamurti points out. He’s averse to organ¬ 
ization in the ordinary sense; to political bodies. 
No, he has no “followers” of him.self. for, as he 
puts it abruptly, “I have nothing to sell!” 

What does he believe? That's what I wanted to 
know, and this is his answer: 

“I believe you cannot understand truth if you are 
inhuman. Wherever there is spiritual authority, 
either of ideas or of personality, that authority 
forces man into a mould, and such moulding leads 
to corruption. To me, wherever there is imitation, 
there is corrufition instead of freedom. Such 
authority must entirely disappear. This so-called 
spiritual authority leads to fear and imitation and 
to the formation of religious sects and institutions. 

“You are a Frenchman, a German, an English¬ 
man, or an American?” he asks, and then renlies. 
“all these divisions lead to economic and political 
wars.” 

He objects to economic authority, to national 
authority called patriotism. “You are a human 
being, not an institution or a nation,” he declares. 

Who knows? The world tries peace through 
conferences of statesmen; through “economic 
sanctions,” treaties and a dozen devices. 

Maybe this one man’s faith will do more than 
all these makeshifts!

Italian-Ethiopian War

indications for Mussolini [loint to a definite loss 
of prestige, also to his sickness or accident (the 
danger of assassination is also present during the 
first part of the year). The war ends, Italy gains 
some land, but is nearly ruined by this unfortunate 
war which has aroused the disfavor of all civilized 
countries. 

The indejiendence of Ethiopia is not endangered, 
but she loses some of her territory, and a quasi¬ 
mandatory system is established. 

Will 1936 Bring a European War? 

T here win be civil war in France, but only of 
short duration. Fostered by outside radical in¬ 
fluences, it will not be a true national expression. 
Civil war in Germany is not indicated for 1936. 

Civil war in Austria is very probable. ,The heroic 
efforts to maintain her independence become more 
and more difficult. 

Civil war in Italy is the most menacing indica¬ 
tion of all. Very sinister influences hover over the 
dictator during the first months of 1936. The only 
European war which is probable in 1936 will be 
between Germany and Austria, and this will not 
take the form of an openly declared war. 

Russia will not escape hostilities with Japan, 
but there is little danger that the conflict will as¬ 
sume the proportions of the Russo-Japanese War 
of 1903. Mongolia and Manchuria form a buffer 
state which protects Japan against Russian at¬ 
tacks, while Siberia is too large a mouthful to be 
swallowed by Japan. In 20 years, perhaps.

Indications for Italy 

I T is to be feared that a large part of the good 
work for the unification of Italy, acquired during 
the Fascist regime, w’ill be seriously compromised. 

An anti-Fascist revolution rapidly develops this 
year, having the provinces of Apulee and Abruzzi 
as center. The movement is not truly national, and 
is soon checked, but arises later in the year to be¬ 
come an anti-Fiscist political party which will play 
an important role in the destiny of the country 
after the end of the dictatorship. 

The lire will fall to almost half its 1935 value. 
The Vatican will act strongly for the peace of 
the Italian-Ethiopian War, causing much criticism 
of the Pope in Italy, but raising the prestige of the 
Vatican in the eyes of the whole world.

Change of government; the King is deposed. Eng¬ 
land does not insist on Alexandi^ as a naval baae, 
but maintains a warship in the port.

ASPARAGUS DE LUXE 

I like to make a meal-on-a- 
platter by arranging fairly thick 
slices of baked ham, .sauted in a 
bit of butter or ham fat, on a 
baking platter, with six to eight 
stalks of cooked asparagus on 
each slice. Then I cover each 
serving with a slice of a nippy 
cheese and place it in a slow 
oven, 325 degrees, until the 
cheese is melted. Of cour.se it 
should be served immediately 
Imagine that with a plate of 
cornbread in front of one! 

Sometimes I take rusk, butter 
them, place cooked asparagus 
tips on each and serve with a 
good mock Hollandaise .sauce, 
which is, as you likely know, a 
lot less bother and more sure 
than the real thing. It's nothing 
more than a thick white sauce 
with 2 egg yolks, 4 or 5 table¬ 
spoons butter added about a 
tablespoon at a time, and 2 
tablespoons lemon juice mixed in 
at the last minute. Good. 

An easy sauce, by the by, is a 
good white sauce with mayon¬ 
naise, a half cup to one cup of 
sauce, folded in. Another, good 
with asparagus, is a white sauce 
with 4 teaspoons prepared mus¬ 
tard stirred in. 

And still another dressing, 
while we’re on the subject, is a 
French dressing with pimento, 
chopped parsley and egg, hard- 
cooked, added. Served with cold 
asparagus it's an ideal dinner 
salad. Sometimes I use French 
dressing instead of butter, for hot 
asparagus. Just for a change 

SPRING SONNETS 

Asparagus souffle is a spring 
song, forsooth. Easy, no end 
Leftovers and broken bits may 
be used, plus the extra I always 
cook. Use a white sauce, 2 table¬ 
spoons each of flour and of but¬ 
ter, with %-cup of milk stirred 
in. Seasonings, of course 1 tea¬ 
spoon of chopped onion, a bit of 
prepared mustard (cheese and 
mustard are affinities, just like 
pork and apple sauce), and 
cups of grated American cheese 

Then I add 2 or 3 egg yolks 
(it’s really s’posed to be three, 
but sometimes I get a bit Scotch) 
When I’ve blended this, I ever so 
carefully fold in l'/^ cups of 
cooked asparagus, and I’m partial 
to green. It should be cut in small 
pieces. And, just as carefully. 2 
or 3 egg whites, beaten stiff. It’ll 
be fluffier with 3. Pour into a

They 
j were not yet through with their 
I work when other telephonists 
I showed up, bringing the private 
line from divisional headquarters 
with them. The cooperation be¬ 
tween these two groups was not 
an enthusiastic one. The owners 
of the divisional wire considered 
themselves entitled to priority, 
while those who actually possessed 
the priority were disinclined to 
yield it. Their irtiuabblea showed 
every evidence of transforming 
themselves from oral to physical 
ones when regimental officers be¬ 
gan arriving at the post In pairs 
to familiarize themselves with 
their objectives and boundaries, 
easy to identify now that the de¬ 
clining aun shed its light full on 
the slope of the hill opposite. The 
telephonists were, therefore, forced 
to compose their differences and 
to complete their work with a prop¬ 
er regard for correct behaviour 
when in the presence of authority. 

All this and other activity was 
merely a projection of the intense 
activity at the source—divisional 
headquarters. The energy spread 
from the source, fanwise, down the 
various eommunicating and de¬ 
pendent centers, losing some of its 
intensenesa in direct ratio to the 
distance It travelled. Zero hour 
would reverse the flow of snar^ 
and the center of activity would 
be shifted in one bound the 

rear to the front, giving point to 
one of Assolant's chief complaints 
against modem war: that a gen¬ 
eral was condemned to days of In¬ 
tensely busy preparation before an 
attack, but that once aero hour 
was at hand, he might just as wrell 
turn In and go to sleep. 

Just at present, however, all was 
relatively relaxed and quiet In the 
ranks except for those detailed to 
fatigues, mainly the lugging up of 
small-arms ammunition, grenades, 
and explosive charges for dugouu.

Pay for ('ongress 

S OMEONE has suggested that congressmen and sena¬ 
tors should serve without pay. Off-hand you might 
answer “a good idea.” 

But wait a minute. How about the business man who 
goes to Washington and neglects the management of his 
shop: how about the farmer who leaves his land untilled 
or in the hands of a tenant? EIow about the compara¬ 
tively poor man whose brains and energy are needed in 
framing legislation? 

Obviously a legislative body serving without pay 
must be composed of well-to-do men and women or of 
legislators who feel they can “make up” their monetary 
loss in graft. This works a hardship on the common peo¬ 
ple and it handicaps honesty in office 

There is one thing certain—no conscientious con¬ 
gressman is overpaid. If he works effectively in the inter¬ 
ests of his constituents he is worth a good salary. 

This country sadly needs a revaluation of its concept 
of citizenship. It should recognize and reward its honest 
public officials. It should encourage the type of man in 
office who refuses the bribes and scorns the ‘‘good fel¬ 
lowship” of lobbyists. The people should make it plain 
that they do not want the man who accepts campaign help 
from special interests so that he may be effectively used 
by them when the laws of the commonwealth are being 
considered before the legislative body of which he is a part. 

The public should pay well for the services of its 
public men, then demand in a stern voice the impeccable 
honesty of every man who accepts the commonwealth’s 
money. 

The taxes spent to pay good men are well spent. They 
constitute but a small fraction of the tribute the public 
pays because some of its elected officials ‘‘sell out” after 
they reach the legislature, the congress and the senate. 

We believe lawmakers should be well paid and then 
held to a strict accounting to the people who pay them.

A Step Toward Sanity 

A doption of a satisfactory liquor control program 
in California is a step nearer, we hope, as a result 
of recommendations made by the Orange County League 
of Municipalities. The League advocates sweeping changes 
in the method of controlling liquor sales with a final 
objective of greater local control. 

It proposes that the control of liquor licenses be 
taken from the state board of equalization and given to 
a special state commission, whose members are appointed 
for long staggered terms, and thus are as far removed as 
possible from political control; that this commission issue 
all licen.ses, with the proviso that they can be summarily 
suspended by local authorities pending a hearing to ask 
about permanent revocation; and that revenue from retail 
licenses be used for local enforcement and regulation. 

Such a program would reduce the tremendous sums 
being wasted by the state board of equalization who.se 
efforts to enforce the law have given a hangover to all 
familiar with the matter. In fact, just two months ago 
the state board threw up its hands, admitted that it 
couldn’t handle the a.ssignment, and turned enforcement 
back to local officers. This last move was just a gesture, 
because, so far as we know, there isn’t a single case where 
the board took action against violators except at the re¬ 
quest of local authorities. 

The time is here to take the important task of liquor 
sales regulation away from the bungling equalization 
board and to establish it upon a sane local basis that 
will close up common saloons and stop the sale of bottled 
spirits to drunkards and minors.

I TAXiY has paid $442,000,000 thus far for her Ethiopian 
invasion. And what does she have to show for this vast 
expenditure ? 

In the north, the Italians hold a strip of territory 100 
miles deep and 60 miles wide consisting of barren and 
uninhabited mountains. The best real-estate salesman 
would have a hard time even giving this land away. 

In the south, the Italian armies have advanced 250 
miles up a tropical river valley infested by reptiles and 
reeking with malaria and other diseases. The climate is 
so hot that even the Ethiopians cannot colonize the valley. 

In the east, the Italians hold a tiny strip of land 
around the foot of Mount Mussi Ali, near the French 
Somaliland border. It is desert country and tempera¬ 
tures up to 160 degrees are not uncommon. 

A few months ago, II Duce turned down a compro¬ 
mise proposal that would have given strips to the Danakil 
and Ogaden deserts in the north and south of Ethiopia. 
“Does the League think I am a collector of deserts?”

His armies have been fighting for four and a half 
months; he has spent $442,000,000; he has sacrificed the 
lives of many Italian youths, and all he has to show for 
it is three little strips of territory, as worthless as the 
deserts he so angrily spumed.
